As Floods Menace New Areas

A bursting electric light bulb 
started a fire at Celina Wednes­ 
day which destroyed 
five air­ 
planes valued at $20,500. 
When I read the account of how 
the exploding light bulb had set 
fire to a pan of gasoline and the 
flames made to spread rapidly, I 
recalled how a bursting light bulb 
here on December 30, 1911, caused 
a $500,000 fire. 
I refer 
to the 
conflagration 
which started in the basement of 
the Stutson store in the Masonic 
Temple 
building. It wiped 
out 
practically the entire half block 
from Court Street to East Street 
extending back to the alley in the 
rear of the Masonic Temple. 
The big fire 
started from a 
broken electric light bulb, which 
had dropped from a shelf to the 
basement floor in a room, where 
a large supply of baled cotton was 
stored. 
The red-hot wires set fire to 
some of the baled cotton. The fire 
was discovered 
immediately and 
employes 
extinguished it 
or 
thought they had done so. This was 
about 4:30 P. M. Dec. 30, 1911. 
I was in the basement and look­ 
ed over the scene of the miniature 
fire a half hour after it occurred. 
There was no smoke at that time, 
but there was an odor of burning 
cotton, presumably 
coming from 
the charred cotton, which had been 
on fire. 
At 8 P. M. the fire bell sounded. 
I was in the old Herald office on 
the second floor of the McLean 
building on Court Street at the 
time. I went immediately to the 
Stutson Store. The fire department 
was at the scene. 
Fire had again broken out in 
the cotton room in the Stutson 
Store basement where, apparently, 
it had been smouldering since that 
afternoon. 
Many of you folks know the re­ 
mainder of the story, how the fire 
finally resisted all 
attempts to 
control it; how it broke through 
the floor of the Stutson Store, 
wiped out the building then spread 
lr all directions. 
And it all started from a broken 
electric light bulb.

ers are refusing to go back to work 
Monday on a

They are among 
90,000 
United 
Mine Workers in seven states who 
ignored John L. Lewis’ suggestion 
they return to the pits last Mon­ 
day. 
A new blow hit miners’ budgets 
as 12 company stores of the Hill­ 
man Coal and Coke Company shut 
off credit to strikers. 
Last week further credit was re­ 
fused by U. S. Steel Corporation’s 
Union Supply Company in 
105 
company stores. 
Tension is mounting hourly in 
the coal fields. Miners were open­ 
ly rebellious at meetings in West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania yester­ 
day. They shouted down leaders 
who urged thfy obey Lewis. 
One UMW leader in Pennsyl­ 
vania hurried to his auto after a 
meeting broke up in wild disorder. 
He was surrounded by several of­ 
ficials as more than 2,000 miners 
milled about. 
A coal hungry nation is watching 
the titanic struggle between Lewis 
and the coal operators who are re­ 
fusing to bow to his demands. He 
wants a 95-cent-a-day increase for 
his miners now making a basic 
wage of $14.05. And he wants the 
royalty payments to his welfare 
and pension fund increased from 
20 to 35 cents a ton.

d ete r­ 
m inedly sought religious certainty 
H igh m inded and really noble 
souls w ere to be found in all parts 
of the w orld—men and women 
who instinctively sought som e­ 
th ing b etter than paganism could 
offer. 


Such persons w ere easily in ­ 
terested in the exalted m onothe­ 
ism of the Jew s. 
The chaste

Jesus cmd the early C hristians 
w ere dam ned because they w ere 
determ ined to expand the status 
quo.

W hen Jesus undertook to expand 
the concept of the Sabbath day 
he drew dow n upon his head the 
w rath of the religious. W hen the 
C hristians declared th at they fol­ 
low ed the m ind and the lead er­ 
ship of Jesus they drew down 
upon th e ir heads the w rath of 
th e orthodox.

Most people complain about waste in too 
much government its lack of efficiency and 
expenditure of too much money for what is 
accomplished. They probably are right. 
Perhaps we have a chance to do something 
in a small way that would point in the same 
general direction toward a solution of some 
problems in our own local affairs. 


Surely it is becoming apparent to most 
people that there are too many health, wel­ 
fare 
and relief organizations in 
Fayette 
County 
to accomplish the most 
practical 
good 
with a minimum of effort and 
ex­ 
pense. 


We are reliably informed that there are 
m ore than two dozen such organizations 
and committees 
in the city and 
county. 
Some of these could combine their work to 
excellent advantage. A few of these agencies 
are officially set up by law; m any are volun­ 
tary. Most of them are trying to do various 
forms of work part of which m eans dupli­ 
cation and overlapping effort. 


All of these groups have fine purposes 
and good intentions behind their efforts. All 
of them mean well and are seeking to really 
help somebody or something. Some have 
achieved 
really w orthw hile 
accomplish­ 
m ents but there should be some method of 
simplifying the m any procedures attem pted 
to bring about better over-all results. Too 
m any people are becoming confused about 
w hat is being done or attem pted. 


Not 
only W ashington C. H. and 
other 
parts of Fayette County are so affected; this 
condition is found in most localities over the 
state and nation. 


M aybe here in Fayette County we could 
w ork out a plan which could attain the same 
general program , or even a more 
effective 
one, on which so m any different groups are 
w orking, by m ore concentration of effort. 
Such a plan easily m ight prove a good ex­ 
am ple for other localities afflicted w ith the 
same burden. 


It is not hard to conceive of the idea that 


so m any different groups m ight even, at 
times, be working at cross purposes. 


Most anyone would rather do some really 
good work on one committee or organization, 
than be called to help three or four different 
groups 
whose efforts are scattered 
and 
spasmodic. 


Certainly it seems reasonable that if all 
these different organizations, 
com m ittees 
and groups could get together and agree 
upon one clearing house com m ittee or some 
executive coordinator, there probably would 
be less waste motion and less time lost in 
setting up new organizations to do some­ 
thing for which there already Is existing an 
adequate set-up to answ er the purpose. 


The Community Chest, here and in other 
communities, was organized to attem pt to 
solve part of this difficulty. Maybe we can 
go a step further and 
carry out the same 
idea along broader lines within our limited 
territory, a plan with purpose other than 
fund raising, w ithout interfering with fund 
raising w here necessary. 


Anyw ay it is an idea to consider and m ay­ 
be we can do something about it.

X -ray exam ination Is frequent­ 
ly helpful In m aking the d iag­ 
nosis. 
Insofar as treatm ent of the dis­ 
order Is concerned, the patient 
should avoid any heavy lifting 
and should sleep on a stiff m a t­ 
tress, or som etim es with a board 
under the m attress. A soft or sa g ­ 
ging m attress allow s th e spine to 
buckle forward during sleep and 
will m ake the difficulty worse. 
If the sym ptom s continue and 
becom e more severe, operation is 
usually required.

Cost To County 


Five Million

Estimates Made 
By Ohio Chamber 
Of Commerce 


Operation of the Federal gov­ 
ernm ent during the fiscal year 
1950-1951 'will cost the residents 
of Fayette County an estimated j 
$5,322,954, if the adm inistration’s 
budget 
submitted 
to 
Congress j 
January 9, is enacted into law, ac­ 
cording to the Ohio Chamber of 
Commerce. 
Estimated cost for the state at 
large 
would be $2,452,974,200, or 
more than IO times the total ex­ 
penditures for all public schools 
in 1948, it was announced Wed­ 
nesday by Herschel C. Atkinson, 
the Ohio Chamber’s executive vice 
president. 
The state’s estimated share, Mr. 
Aydnson 
said, 
also 
represents 
three 
and one-filth 
times 
the 
am ount appropriated by the Ohio 
General Assembly to operate the 
state government during the 1949- 
1951 biennium. 
This includes also the payment 
of the soldier bonus, the proposed 
building program, construction of 
highways, and the operation of 
the Conservation and Liquor De- 
parm ents. 
The burden would be approxi­ 
mately $306.62 for every man, 
woman and child in the state, or 
$1,226.48 for every Ohio family, 
Mr. Atkinson stated. 
The 
Ohio 
Chamber 
official 
pointed out that every individual 
pays these taxes, both direct and 
indirect, in the price of food and 
everything 
used and 
consumed. 
Taxes are absorbed in the selling 
cost, and contribute heavily to 
today’s high cost of living. 
In con. 
'g Fayette County’s 
burden of $5,322,954 in proposed 
Federal spending, the Ohio Cham­ 
ber’s statistics showed that the 
amount is approximately IO times 
the total real, 
public utility and 
tangible personal property taxes 
collected for all purposes in the 
county for 1948.
